A regular meeting of the town 
gouncil was held with Mayor Purcell 
in the chair and Councillors Mac- 
Donald, Michael, Deshayes and Men- 
ard present, A letter was read from 
Councillor C. Thompson asking to be 
excused from the meeting on account 
of being out of town, By laws author- 
izing the sale of certain lots were giv- 
en first and s:cond readings at a pre- 
vious meeting and had _ not 
been approved iby the de- 
partment. It was given a third 
yeading and passed unanimously. “he 
secretary reported that the tax sale 
had been held, there were no bids 
and the town had bid all the proper- 
ties in, One lot had been redeemed 
prior to the sale. Registered notices 
had been sent to all interested parties 
on August 26th. 

A license to operate the Jamez 
Estate pool room situated on lot 3, 
blek 7, had been applied for, and the 
approval of the council was required 
by the department. ‘The necessary 
form had ‘been forwarded to the coun- 
oil for approval, The meeting approv- 
ed the license. 

The secretary reported that a num- 
ber of houses had taken by the town 
through tax recovery procezdings. 
These houses were occupied by the 
former owners and are now required 
to pay rents to the town. This money 
is applied against the taxes owing. 
The council decided what the rent 
should be in each case. 

The secretary was inatructed to 
take up the matter with the sherift 
in connection with the seizures that 
had to be made. One property owner 
had asked that the rent from his 
house, which the town collects, be 
allowed him as he had some repair: 
to make and was st{ort of funds. The 
councj} agreed to this, Another house 
owned by the town and occupied was 
reposted jn need of repair as the 
roof leaked badly. Orders were give: 
to hav¢ the roof repaired. 

Moved by) Councillor Menard ana 
seeonded by Coun. MacDonald thai 
Councillor P. Deshays be apointea 
deputy mayor for the ensuing thre 
months. This resolution carried. A 
gireular hid been weceived from t'. 
Bureau of nzlief and public welfare in 
‘connection with teh granting of ma- 
terial aid for 19438-3y, and a resoiu- 
tiow#f is required should assistance 0: 
the senior. governments be desired. 
The following resolution was passed: 
Moved by L. Michael and seconded ‘by 
3. A. Menard that the assistance of 
the senior governments to provide so- 
cial services is nequired by the town. 
A man waited on the council and 
‘asked that he be provided with 
further relief as he found it quite 
impossible to get along without as- 
gistance. He was provided with the 
necesasry forms to be filled out by 
thimeelf and the matter will ‘be 
dealt with by the relief committze. 
A Woman had applied for a load of 
cal as she found it impossible to buy 
coal on the amount of relief she was 

teiving from a town in British 
Columbia. This matter was also left 
for the relief committee to deal with.

ilation and a sound well matured 
crop. The proper storage temper- 
ature varies somewhat for the dif- 
ferent vegietables but generally 
seaking it should be low enough to 
prevent growth of the vegetables 
and aiso the fungii and bacteria 
which may cause decay, Root crops 
and cabbage keep best between 34 
and 40 degrees and will withstand 
a slight amount of dampness. 
Pumpkin, Squash amd onions shjould 
be stored in a dry place and will 
keep well at temeratures up to 45 
degrecs. Free circulation of 
essential to canry off the accum- 
ulated moisture given off by the 
stored vegetables, Ventilators 
should be left open as long as possi- 
ble during early) winter. 

Only sound, well matured veget- 
ablyg should be expected fo keep 
well in storage. The use of fine sand 
will aid materially in the success- 
ful storage of such roots ais beets, 
cavrots and parsnips, If the gtor- 
age cellar is inclined to be damp, 
dry sand should be uesd, but if the

More Health In Bread _ 


The fact that the hitherto discarded embryo of the wheat kernel con- 
tains enormous nutritive value might well be used to advantage in promot- 
ing the more extensive use of the major bread cereal in this country, pro- 
vided the millers can be persuaded to reform their manufacturing methods 
to ensure that the full value of the grain is passed on to the consuming 
public. 

By eliminating the embryo from the milled product millers have been 
able to produce a flour which yields a presumably very fine white loaf, ex- 
tremely attractive in appearance, and therefore readily saleable among 
the public. 

Unfortunately, however, the desire to present to the public a white loaf 
of seeming beauty has resulted in the sacrifice of some of the wheat’s most | 
healthful ingredients and substances essential to the support of a well 
balanced diet, | 

When one considers the substantial percentage of the nation’s bulk 
food formed by bread the enormous loss to the consumer represented in the | 
rejection of its most nutritive ingredients is more than unfortunate. It} 
might more properly be termed a calamity. 

s * * * 
A Stimulant To Consumption 

Doctors and dietitians have known of the health value of whole wheat 
flour for some considerable time and almost daily one reads of the advocacy | 
by prominent members of the medical profession and medical writers of the 
use of whole wheat bread as a health measure and as a corrective for cer- 
tain forms of indigestion and weakening teeth. 

It is only comparatively recently, however, that the full extent of the| 


worth of whole wheat bread as a builder of a sound human frame has been! 
determined by scientific and analytical processes as well as by the results| 
of practical experimentation on the human constitution. 

These scientific discoveries show that the embryo, or germ, of the wheat 
kernel is rich in vitamins A and B, E and G, all of them of great value 
in building up the human body and all playing their part in preserving it in 
a healthful condition; yet these valuable constituents, under present 
methods of maak! flour are treated as offal and thrown into the 
discard. 

That the consuming ‘public is not yet fully awakened to the loss it is 
sustaining as a result of existing milling practices is quite evident; other- 
wise there would be an insistent demand for bread made from whole wheat | 
flour. When consumers recognize the value in terms of health represented 
in bread baked from flour containing the entire germ, no doubt the millers 
will accede to public requisition without raising any objection, and the 
knowledge that the bread they then get is doing much to promote their 
health should stimulate the public to increase its consumption of bread. 

* * * * 
A Worthwhile Study 

Commenting upon these discoveries the Western Retailer in an article 
in its September issue printed some remarks well worthy of study when | 
it said: 

“It is high time that the Canadian Government, the milling interests 
and bakers joined together, to give’ the Canadian public the real facts about 
the food value of wheat. Especially is this true in view of the fact that) 
every advance in knowledge that has been made by science in the last 
thirty years has tended to show that one of the richest sources of needful 
vitamins (which are now becoming better understood) is the embryo of the 
wheat berry. 

“The first baker to show the public a loaf of bread in which the full 
value of the embryo has been retained should receive the grateful thanks 
of the wheat farmer, the grain interests and every public servant whose 
interest is maintaining public health.” 

* * * > 
Education Needed 

Those who are fortunate enough to be able to get bread baked from 
genuine whole wheat flour are well aware that the loaf thus produced is 
darker in appearance than the bread produced by “sterilized” white flour 
and the baker who produces such a@ loaf is not likely to get all the thanks 
he deserves, unless the public is prepared to accept his product. 

In other words what is required is a program of public education on 
the virtues of whole wheat bread as the first step towards creating the 
necessary demand. Should the governments decide upon such a program, 
there is little doubt that they would receive the hearty support of the medi- 
cal profession and of all those who are now aware of the health value of 
the wheat germ. 

The economic importance of such a program should not be overlooked 
either, for a realization of the value of bread to health would naturally be 
followed by an increased consumption and bread would, in actual fact, again 
become the staff of life—and health.

Ballet Dancer And Hospital Attend- 
ant Receive Large Fortune

Elliott in 1927 he thought she was 
poor—she wore old-fashioned dresses 
with leg o’mutton sleeves—and ar- 
ranged for her to have a front row 
seat every Thursday when the the- 
atre changed its program.

She 
never knew Mrs. Elliott’s identity 
or saw her outside the theatre.

Question Is Settled 
Soundings Have Been Taken Of 
Saskatchewan Lake Depths 

The popular question with visitors 
at Saskatchewan’s lakeside resorts 
each summer is, ‘How deep is the 
water?” The answer usually given 
offhand but with an air of great 
omniscience by the residents is, ‘Oh, 
about 600 feet,” or it may vary from 
“Just a few feet’ to “No bottom has 
been reached.” The question is set- 
tled once and for all by Hon. W. F. 
Kerr, Minister of Natural Resources, 
who has just issued a list of sound- 
ings of the various lakes taken by 
officials of his department. The fol- 
lowing facts on depths and areas of 
well-known lakes in the province, 
while they dissipate the charm of 
exaggeration heretofore enjoyed by 
the residents, are nonetheless inter- 
esting: Last Mountain lake, 65 miles 
long and from one to four miles wide, 
is 104 feet at its deepest point, and 
covers 186 square miles; Lake Ka- 
tepwa, seven miles long by two miles 
wide, has a maximum depth of 75 
feet; Madge Lake, 5 miles long by 4 
miles wide, is 90 feet deep; Kenosee 
Lake, 48 feet deep; Mission lake, 75 
feet at its deepest point; Pelletier, 
60 feet deep. 

The deepest of the lakes in the 
province so far sounded is Pierce 
Lake, which is 300 feet at its deep- 
est spot and averages some 200 feet.
